Its equal seldom has been 
heard in Sierra Madre, either for fas- 11 
cmating interest or for logical devel-

opment of any theme. 

From the fruit cocktail to the ice 
cream, the dinner served by the ladies " 
of the Woman’s Club was a delight, s 
About 75 guests were served. At the t 
close of the dinner Mrs. J. N. Hawks j ( 
sang a delightful number for which . 
an encore was demanded. 

In the absence of President Hawks 
of the Chamber of Commerce, kept at g 
home by illness, Vice-President Sadler ^ 
called upon Mayor Mitchell to preside s 
over the program. Mr. Mitchell called *■ 
attention to a few matters of public 1 
interest, especially the approaching * 
election of city and school trustees, 
anil the school bond isue. He then s 
called upon Mrs. J. H. Wright to tell 
of the work of the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce during the past year for the * 
benefit of those who were not in touch 3 
with such matters. 1 

Mr. Henry was introduced by Mr. I 
Mitchell as a war time speaker who s 
made it so easy for us to separate 
ourselves from money for liberty ' 
bonds that we were glad to welcome 1 
him to Sierra Madre again. 

Mr. Henry said he hoped in time to 1 
live down that sort of a reputation, 1 
but took advantage of the opportunity 1 
to refer back to war time finance and ' 
economic conditions to lay the ground 
work for remarks on later develop- 1 
ments. 

Economic Distortion 

After the early process of ap- j 
pealing for money to equip the boys, 
when the whole industrial structure ; 
was thrown out of balance and prices 
of many things began to soar, it be¬ 
came necessary to back the boys in 
the trenches with supplies at what¬ 
ever cost because the war must be 
won. The result was an economic dis¬ 
tortion in which all former relations 
of price and value were forgotten. 

This condition persisted long after 
the war. The sudden return to peace 
time pursuits meant a demand for 
commodities which were practically 
out of the market. 

Labor was emlpoyed at soaring 
wages and the apparent purchasing 
power of the country stimulated un¬ 
heard of inflation in all lines of busi¬ 
ness. When production caught up 
with demand, labor was gradually 
thrown out of employment, purchas¬ 
ing power fell off, business slumped 
and merchants and manufacturer 
found themselves loaded with heavy 
inventories acquired at top prices, 
credits were frozen and business 
threatened with stagnation. 

Liquidation Process 

With gradual readjustment of pro¬ 
duction it became possible to produce 
more cheaply and efficiently. Banks 
hail been lending money to merchants 
and manufactuters on the high price 
basis. Under counsel of the Federal 
Reserve authorities they said to the 
borrowers, “You can replace your 
high priced inventories with similar 
goods at lower prices. Your secur¬ 
ity does not justify the loans we 
have made to you and they must be 
repaid. But when you have sold your 
present stock- at lower prices and re¬ 
paid your loans, we will again lend

you money with which to purchase 
more commodities at the new low 
prices and you can go ahead on a 
sound foundation.” 

This process of liquidation meant 
tremendous losses in many lines of 
business, especially to large corpora¬ 
tions. But it was thorough and quite 
general, although some lines of busi¬ 
ness arc still out of line. Labor also, 
he said, has not yet completed the li¬ 
quidation process, especially railroad 
lobar. The latter receives wages dis¬ 
proportionate to similar labor in other 
industries and offers one of the big 
obstacles to restoration of transpor¬ 
tation conditions necessary for a 
sound economic system. 

Future Policies 

Present conditions, Mr. Henry said, 
are fundamentally sound and promise 
well up to the point where production 
has overtaken domestic demand and 
we have a surplus of commodities. 
These must be sold abroad in markets 
yet to be created, or domestic chaos 
will result. We lost the great oppor¬ 
tunity at the close of the war of win¬ 
ing the good will of the world and 
providing ourselves with foreign out¬ 
lets for our products. W e demanded 
payments in gold from foreign na¬ 
tions when they hail little or no gold 
and w r e already had more than we 
needed. An intelligent foreign credit 
policy would have saved the situation, 
but it was prevented by senate ob¬ 
structionists, and nothing is being 
done by a wooden headed congress to 
remedy the mistake. He believed 
President Harding would yet be able 
to force action which W’ould save the 
situation. 

Among the expedients recommended 
by Mr. Henry by ensuring economic 
| safety was the cultivation of closer 
international relations anil under¬ 
standing by necessary treaties, ar¬ 
rangement of an adequate system of 
foreign credits to enable other nations 
to buy from us and take our surplus 
products, and the establishment of 
bonded manufacturing areas at prin- 
■ cipal ports of entry, where foreign 

• raw materials can be brought for 

• manufacture by American labor into 
i products for export without tariff 
i complications, or combined with 
i* American raw materials anil imported 
- with duty payable only on the foreign 
1 portion.

Ornamental street lighting will be 
extended more than 800 feet in the 
near future as a result of the cam¬ 
paign undertaken by the Chamber of 
Commerce for the West Central Ave¬ 
nue improvement. 

Signatures have been secured from 
owners of nearly all the frontage be¬ 
tween Baldwin anil Auburn on the 
south anil between Windsor Lane and 
Auburn on tbe north side. This will 
continue the row of lights which now 
extends west on the north side to the 
Sierra Madre garage corner. 

In addition to the privately owned 
frontage on Central, lights will be in¬ 
stalled at the three corners of the 
Pacific Electric station property. This 
has been agreed to by company of¬ 
ficials and will fill out an important 
link which has been conspicuously 
missing from the system installed. 

Uniform Standards 

Lighting columns to be installed 
will be uniform with those installed 
on the original contract, being the 
fluted column with a single globe on 
top. Connections are so arranged, 
however, that double or triple heads 
may be added later if it is desired to 
change the system. 

Frontage Cost 

Total cost of the improvement, un¬ 
der specifications as drawn, will be 
§1,181.75. As this has been appor¬ 
tioned on a frontage basis, the cost 
to the property owners will be $1.40 
a front foot. The cost of the first or¬ 
namental lighting installation was 
$1.85 a front foot. It will be seen 
that the proposed improvement will 
be made at a substantial saving. 

Work of securing signatures of 
property owners to the agreement to 
share the expense has been carried 
on chiefly by G. I. Farman, chairman 
of the lighting committee, Secretary 
DeWitt Jones, of the Chamber of 
Commerce, and H. E. Allen.

A good audience attended the lec- 
‘ure in the Club house Saturday ev¬ 
ening, given by John W. Dooriy, C. S. 
B., of Boston. Mr. Dooriy is a mem¬ 
ber of the Board of Lectureship of 
The Mother Church and the meeting 
was held under the auspices of the lo¬ 
cal Christian Science organization. A 
brief synopsis of the lecture follows: 

Christian Science declares that God 
is an ever-present divine reality, who 
is ever available to His own creation, 
and is infinitely knowable. His pres¬ 
ence and power, Christian Science 
teaches, are essential to every right 
activity and consequently to all 
health, holiness or happiness, and to 
all true existence. God, Christian Sci¬ 
ence teaches, has nothing in common 
with materiality, but He and His cre¬ 
ation exist independent of supposition¬ 
al matter and its so-called laws. In fact 
Christian Science teaches that God is 
the source and cause of all that is 
true and, therefore, of true existence. 

God as Divine Mind 

It is evident to anyone who has stu¬ 
died the Scriptures closely that when 
Jesus declared God to be Spirit he 
was not declaring God to be some in¬ 
definite abstraction, but he was re¬ 
vealing and describing the most cer¬ 
tain, the most available and the most 
stable entity that could possibly be 
imagined,—Mrs. Eddy has once and 
for all taken this word Spirit out of 
the realm of mysticism and supersti¬ 
tion and placed it in the realm of rea¬ 
son and science by explaining that 
Spirit is really divine Mind, or is the 
infinite Intelligence which knows, and 
knows divinely or truly. It is certain 
that when Jesus used the term Spirit 
he meant divine Mind, for on one oc¬ 
casion he explained quite naturally to 
his listeners “the words that I speak 
unto you, they are spirit, . . .’’(John 6, 
63). In fact infinite Truth, which in¬ 
cludes all divine mentality, is Spirit. 
Christian Science, therefore, teaches 
that God is divine Mind or Spirit and 
that divine mind is Love. As God is 
everpresent and omnipotent, the di¬ 
vine Mind which is Love must there¬ 
fore be the only Mind. Also divine 
Mind and its right mental activity 
must be omnipotent and irrestible. 

The prayer of a Christian Scientist 
is his constant, conscious, unremitting 
mental desire to live above the mortal 
and in accord with the divine. It is 
his unceasing attempt to commune 
with the divine Mind, God, and so to 
utilize the true Science which reveals 
true existence, the true theology 
which inevitably delivers from sin, 
and the true healing power which al¬ 
ways heals disease. The Christian 
Scientist’s prayer is his persistent 
daily and hourly affirmation of divine 
Mind’s infinite presence and power.

or his right mental activity, that is 
his rue consciousness, is indeed Im¬ 
manuel, or divine Mind, God, with us, 
he at that moment begins to under¬ 
stand why true prayer is infallible 
and is infinite in its ability to reveal 
divine facts which save and heal.

From a study of the recreation tra¬ 
vel within and adjecent to the Nation, 
ul Forests of California the Forest 
Service has found that fully 80 per 
cent of those who travel by automo¬ 
bile are prepared to camp. Appreci¬ 
ating the importance to this large 
camping public of reliable data on im¬ 
proved camping places, the Forest 
Service has prepared a Guide for Au¬ 
tomobile Campers in California. 

According to District Forester Paul 
G. Redington, thi. guide will contain 
a short description of all the improved 
public camp- on the National Forests 
in California, and a li t of practically 
all of the cities and towns in Califor¬ 
nia and Nevada that maintain public 
automobile camp grounds. 

Fire Permits Required 

“This season,” said Redington, 
“camp fire permits will be required on 
■ill the National Forests in California, 
and the guide, in addition to other in¬ 
formation of value to campers, will 
contain a word of caution regarding 
forest files anil a complete list 
of Forest officers, automobile club 
agencies and municipal and civic or¬ 
ganizations that will issue free camp 
fire permits during the season of 1922. 

“This guide,” continued Redington, 
“will be available for distribution af- 
ler May first at all Forest offices, Au¬ 
tomobile agencies and Automobile 
camps listed in the booklet. The for¬ 
est Service hopes that this guide will 
prove to be popular with the camping

PUBLIC HEALTH 

State and Federul Forest Officials 
Unite in an Effort to Protect 
Mountain Streams 

Do you go camping? Last year, 
according to District Forester Paul G. 
Redington, over one and one-half mil¬ 
lion people visited the National For¬ 
ests in California, and most of them 
camped. 

As you no doubt know, nearly all 
the large streams of California have 
their headwaters in the National for¬ 
ests. Many of these streams furnish 
drinking water for numerous cities 
and towns throughout the state, in 
view of the ever increasing number of 
people who are visiting the mountains 
the State officials realize the great 
danger of contamination to the water- 
supply of these cities and towns. 

For the purpose of securing better 

sanitary protection on lands within the 
National Forests, the California State 
Board of Health and the United 
States Forest Service have entered in¬ 
to a co-operative agreement whereby 
the State Board of Health will depu¬ 
tize Forest officers as sanitary inspec¬ 
tors. Under the authority vested in 
these appointments the Forest officers 
1 will have full power to enforce the 
State laws and they will see that san- 
1 itary practices are observed on the 
' National Forests.

Redington said there are three main 
things to remember when you go into 
I the mountains: “Be careful to see 

i that your camp fire is out before you 
1 leave it; don’t pollute the streams; 

leave your camp clean for the next 
5 person.”

EDISON COMPANY 

Annual Report of President Shows 
Extent of Consumer Participa¬ 
tion in Business 

Significant as demonstrating the 
growth and prosperity of this com¬ 
munity, and Southern and Central 
California, are the facts appearing in 
the annual report of the Southern 
California Edison Company, which 
was presented by President John 
II. Miller at the annual meeting of 
stockholders at Los Angeles. 

Many of the partner-stockholders of 
the company reside in this vicinity. 

According to the report, the gross 
earnings for the year 1921, including 
net non-operating revenue, amounted 
to $16,645,722.37; the net earnings 
were $9,709,756.97; the interest and 
amortization $5,940,850.36; provision 
for depreciation $2,325,000.00; div¬ 
idends paid for the current year 
amounted to $2,758,385.69, being eight 
per cent on the first Preferred and 
Common stock, and five per cent on 
the second Preferred stock. The total 
capital or new construction expendi¬ 
tures for the year 1921 amounted to 
$14,228,692.94. The principal items of 
this expenditure were: Water power 
development $8,119,418.11; extension 
of the electric distributing systems 
$4,729,962.23, and for the purchase of 
Santa Barbara Electric Company sys¬ 
tem $1,391,709.70. The budget for 
new construction expenditures for the 
year 1922 amounts to $22,534,000.00, 
as compared with $14,228,692.94 for 
the year 1921 as noted above. 

Under “Security Sales and Financ¬ 
ing” the report shows that $14,372,- 
900.00 worth of stock was sold to the 
general public. During the year the 
number of stockholders has increased 
from 7,197 on December 31, 1920, to 
25,647 on December 51, 1921. At the 
end of 1920, 1,618 employes were 
Lockholders, this number being nine-

tv-eight per cent of the permanent 
force. 

The company brought into service 
during the year 94,000 horsepower. 
This included tire Kern River Number 
Three plant with 42,000 horsepower, 
and additional unit in Big Creek 
Number Eight of 30,000 horsepower. 
This latter plant was placed in opera¬ 
tion three months after the first con¬ 
crete had been poured. 

In order to keep pace with the 
growing demands for power, the re¬ 
port states, a new power house is be¬ 
ing started, known as Big Creek 
Number Three. The ultimate capac¬ 
ity of this plant will be 200,000 horse¬ 
power, consisting of six units of 33,- 
300 horsepower each. The first unit 
will he put in operation in May, 1923, 
the second unit in July, and a third 
unit in February, 1924. The other 
units will he added as the demands 
for power require. These units will 
he the largest of their kind on the Ed. 
ison system, resulting in greater econ¬ 
omy of operation.
